Senator Berry called up the 
text hook bill and the compulsory ed­ 
ucation bill of the republican majority. 
The first was read a second time and 
both were made a special order for 
next Wednesday. 
Adjourned to 5 p. 
rn. Monday. 
The house passed Mr. Arnold’s anti­ 
truck store bill. 
The measure had al­ 
ready passed the senate and now gone 
to the governor, who will doubtless ap­ 
prove it. 
It was substituted in the 
house for Mr. 
Forsythe’s 
bill in 
order chiefly that de I a}’ 
might be 
avoided. 
One hundred votes were cast 
in favor of the measure and not one 
against it. 
It becomes a law July I. 
It compels the payment of employes* 
wages in lawful money, prohii.its the 
truck store system and prevents deduc­ 
tions from wages except for money 
actually advanced.

In order th a t the m atter of the 
alleged com pensation, to be m ade to ' 
the evangelist, Mr. Mills and his a s - ! 
sociate, Professor Greenwood, may be 
clearly understood, and to correct a 
false impression w hich seems to exist 
in regard thereto, it is thought best 
to m ake a plain statem ent of the facts 
in the ease. 
The only arrangem ent as to money 
m atters m ade w ith Mr. Mills was, th a t 
a fund sufficient to pay the necessary 
local incidental expenses of tile m eet­ 
ings. should be raised and in hand be­ 
fore the m eetings began.

Are quarantine regulations m eant to 
be enforced? 
This is the question a good many 
persons have asked in the last tw o or 
three days. 
There has been much 
com plaint over the way in which the 
law s have been disregarded. 
Some in­ 
sist th a t the regulations are violated 
w ith im punity: th a t in m any instances 
no attention w hatever is paid to the 
orders of tho health departm ent, and 
th a t people who have been exposed to 
scarlet fever and diphtheria have been 
allowed to w alk the streets w ithout 
m olestation, the quarantine in m any 
cases being confined to the placing of 
a card at the doorway. 
A Gazette reporter interview ed the 


m a y o r and health officer in relation to 
q uarantine restrictions and the efforts 
of the authorities to enforce the law. 
“ There is need of more stringent 
laws to m eet certain cases." said May- 
! or St. John. 
“ The health officer is 
now acting more under provision of 


I the common law, hut even then there 
S are few flagrant violations. 
I do not 
■ think there is much danger of spread- 
i ing diphtheria by an exposed person 
! passing along the street, not nearly as 
much as there is in confining him in 
a closed house. 
Fresh air is a good 
disinfectant, and ought to be applied 
in all eases. 
It is som ew hat different 
w ith scarlet fever eases, ami parties 
having been exposed ought not to bi 
allow ed quite so much lib erty .” 
“ The m ayor thought there was no 
danger of 
the 
diphtheria or scarlet 
fever spreading at this tim e, yet in­ 
sisted th a t all people should w illingly 
obey the laws of the health depart­ 
m ent.
